In the last issue of the Pennsylvania Democrat, the official organ 
of the Democratic party of Bucks County, appeared an article wherein 
it was stated: 
"It is a safe guess that the taxpayers, one and all, would piefer to 
have their money paid to employers and workers from within their 
own county and state, where the money will remain and be put in 
circulation, than to lose the benefit of this purchasing power and e m ­ 
ployment, because the outside bidder may be a few doll.us lower. 
Many of our carpenters, plasterers, mason*, etc., are badly in need of 
employment. 
Our contractors need and deserve more jobs 
Our 
quarries have plenty of stone. 
There are plenty of men to wotk them. 
Our contractors are eager for jobs and want to bring their men back j 
to work. Pennsylvania’s roads should be built of stone from Penn­ 
ey! vama quarries, and all public works should Lie constructed by 
Pennsylvania’s contractors and Pennsylvania s workers. 
"The same is true of town or county projects, where purchase ol 
materials or employment of labor is required. Preference should be 
given local bidders in every case. In this way, communities will profit 
by increased employment and purchasing power. 
To all of the above, every Bucks county citizen, taxpayer, local 
employer and workman is in hearty accord, as every contract let to a 
local contractor means employment and money for local workmen. 
However, the writer of the article displayed an astonishing igno-J 
ranee of the law relating to letting of contracts for county work when j 
he stated: " I hat the outside contractor's estimate is lower, is not I 
sufficient excuse. As far as we can learn, there is no law requiring 
that contracts be awarded to the- lowest bidder. 
If the writer made any effort at all to ascertain what the law was 
in this respect, he could easily have obtained the information, but if 
he did not know the laws, rules and regulations, and only assumed 
there was no law requiring that contracts f o r public w o i k s be awarded 
to the lowest bidder, he willfully misled and deceived his re aders. 
The County Code regulating the powers and duties of county 
I officials, specifically requires that the erection arui construction of 
I public buildings must be let by contract to the lowest and best bidder, 
after due advertising, and the contracts must be approved by the 
Court. 
Likewise contracts for over $700 to build, rebuild or repair any 
county bridges; likewise contracts Lh public roads, highways, bridges, 
etc., and contracts for hospitals, must be let to the lowest responsible 
and best bidder. 
Since January, 1931, seventeen contracts for bridges and a few 
public buildings, etc., have been awarded to contractors, non resi­ 
dents of Bucks County, because they were the lowest bidders and tor
